While I was waiting, to 
see the parent bird leave to identify 
It if possible, the other parent ar- 


<About five minutes later -the one 
parent mounted the sill of the open 
window at the top of the tower, ob~ 
vious& watching me as I stood un- 
der the overhanging branches of a 
large maple tree. The bird was 
plainly visible because of Its very 
light breast. We had a stationary 
goodi look at each, other, with the 
owl a few times moving position 
slowly. 
', 


"When two passing students came 


by they joined our party and our 
mutual curiosity and spying. After a 
few minutes the watcher in the 
tower either became alarmed by our 
attentions, or was called back to 
family duty in the tower or was 
holding a consultation with its mate 
on further forays in the interest of 
the little owlets. At least it disap- 
peared into the tower." 


The Rev. Mr. Waltman suggested 


that local natural history fans 
might learn something of interest 
to themselves and science by study- 
ing the habits and activities of the 
birds in the tower due to the oppor- 
tunity their location offers to pho- 
tograph and observe the youngsters 
and parents in their activities.

New potatoes were on sale at the 


Farmers market thi^ morning, along 
with several other "firsts." The po- 
tatoes, mostly Red Bliss, sold for 15 
cents a quart box and 25 and 30 
cents a quarter peck. 


The first new apples made their

Strawberry apples, and sold for 15 
cents a ouart box and 30 cents a 
quarter peck 


The first string beans and yellow 


beans brought 15 to 20 cents a quart 
box and 20 to 35 cents a quarter 
peck There was a large supply, par- 
ticularly the green beans 


Peas were 20 cents a quart box 


and 35 cents a quarter peck and 
sugar peas were 25 cents a quart 


Gooseberries arrived on the mar- 


ket today for the first time this year 
and sold for 20 cents a quart box.

TRANSLATION 
MADE OF EARLY 
CHURCH RECORD 
The early records (1747 to 1871) 


of Christ Reformed church, near 
Littlestown, Rev. John C Brumbach, 
pastor have been enriched by a re- 
cent translation which was made 
from the original German by Miss 
Edna Albert, of near York Springs, 
reference t»«tstant in the State 
Archives, Harrisburg. 


This is the second translation of 


this record book, which will be of 
value to those who are interested in 
tracing family names and ancestry. 


The first translation was made in 


December, 1942, by the late Rev. Wil- 
liam J. Hinke of Auburn Seminary. 
Auburn, N. Y. This translation was 
used by Rev. Mr. Brumbach when 
he wrote a "History of Christ Re- 
formed Church" published in April, 
1947. The old record book began on 
page 141 as numbered by Prof.; 
Hinke. Some of the early pages werej 
left for an index which was never; 
completed. Later miscellaneous en- 
tries were made and then commu- 
nicant and confirmation lists were 
added. 


Work Took Six Months 


Miss Albert translated the pages 


consecutively and refers to the page 
in the original book as it was num- 
bered by Prof. Hinke. Prof Hinke 
worked about 8 weeks on his trans- 
lation, while Miss Albert took six 
months to complete her work. 


The translations are open to the 


public -under the supervision of the 
pastor. 


The translation by Prof. Hinke 


is in the Historical Society of the 
Reformed church, at Franklin, and 
translation by Miss Albert is in the 
State Archives, Harrisburg. 


Miss Albert is a daughter of the 


late Prank Albert, who was profes- 
sor of mathematics in Millersville 
State Normal school, from where 
she graduated in 1897. From 1897 
to 1902, she taught school in Bucks 
and Montgomery counties From 1902 
to 1905 she attended Dickinson col- 
lege. She then taught at Dover, 
Delaware, WHuamsport Dickinson 
Seminary, and from 1918 to 1922

CHINEEE TURN 
TO NEW MORAL 
REHABILITATION 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE

China has the biggest population 


of any nation — more than one- 
fifth the people of the whole globe 
She also carries the greatest burden 
of tribulation. 


Indeed, conditions are so bad that 


they have baffled not only the home 
government but all expert efforts 
at repair by a deeply disturbed 
America. Therefore it is intriguing 
to find top Chinese officials turning 
as a final resort to moral rehabilita- 
tion for a solution. 


Too idealistic, you say? Well, I'm 


not prepared to argue that point. 


I'm merely recording an extraordi- 
nary development -which I encoun- 
tered the other day for the second 
time when I met Dr. Chen Li-Pu, 
vice president of the Chinese parlia- 
ment and one of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek's right-hand men. 
Some months ago this column re- 
ported that General Ho Ying-Chin, 
then head of the Chinese military 
delegation to the United Nations 
but now minister of defense in Nan- 
king, had subscribed to the idea of 
moral rearmament. 


Dr. Chen has been attending the 


world assembly for moral re-arma- 
ment in California as a representa- 
tive of the Chinese government. This 
means, of course, that Generaliss- 
imo Chiang also subscribes to the 
idea. 


The 49 year old Dr. Chen is a 


striking personality, as I discovered 
during a long conversation with him 
at the luncheon table. Statesman, 
educator, philosopher and noted au- 
thor, Chen during 1919-23 took a 


mining course in Peiyang university, 
Tientsin, and followed this with 
a degree of master of science at 
Pittsburgh university. Then he ex- 
hibited the thoroughness which Is 
one of his outstanding characteris- 
tics; he joined the miners' union 
and dug coal underground for more 
than a year. 


Talk Same Language 


"I see in moral rearmament the 


meeting point of east and west, 
China and America," he remarked 
to me. "MBA deals with fundamen- 
tal things — morality, sound home 
life, economic and political team- 
work on a national and international 
scale. This is more than an idea. 
Here I see a dynamic force already 
in motion, giving a pattern and a 
pace for a new era of understanding. 
On this level we Chinese "and you 
Americans talk the same language." 


Knowing Dr. Chen is a Confu- 


cianist and not a Christian, I re- 
marked that I supposed he based 
his statement on the fact that Con- 


fucianism 
and 
Christianity 
run 


parallel on many moral questions. He 
nodded, and said that because of the 
similarities It would be easy for j 
the Chinese people as a whole to ' 
accept the moral teachings of the j 
west.

The need for an acceleration pump

er than the air being sucked into the 
cylinders. Thus an engine that is 
dalled upon to deliver a lot of power 
suddenly would draw in a lean mix- 
ture were it not for the acceleration 
pump which mechanically shoots a 
slug of fuel into the carburetor.

Postscript on Pumps 


While still on the subject of ac- 


celeration pumps I ought to men- 
tion some of the little things which, 
if they go wrong, will cause hesita- 
tions, when the engine should really 
take hold Topping the list is dirt or 
foreign matter in the intake or dis- 
charge jets of the pump. The piston 
requires a spring to return it to its 


celeration. Replace the spring if it 
doesn't measure in accordance with 
specifications.

"Denatured alcohol, or alcohol 


type anti-freeze, is a good solvent to 
use in removing varnish deposits on 
pistons where an engine has de- 
veloped the habit of not re-starting j 
until it has cooled off.

Oil leakage around the base of the 


breather pipe may mean that the 
pipe Is loose where it fits the engine.

Bach was pilot- 
ing another TTAL flight a few min- 
utes behind the plane which crashed 
with Capt. George Warner, Jr., at 
the controls. 


CAB examiners have suggested the 


pilot of the plane may have been 
asphyxiated before the crash by a 
chemical used to extinguish fire in 
aircraft. ' , 


Lucian M. Bell, chief of UAL com- 


munications, told of a series of mes- 
sages between the plane and La- 
Guardia Field indicating there may 
have been a fire within the plane's 
forward cargo pit. 


Among the Pennsylvanians who 


testified were Edward Janoka of 
Marion Heights. William P. Tidmore 
of Pottsville and nine-year-old Ron- 
nie Snyder of R. D. 1, Wilburton. 


Both Janoka and Tidmore said 


they saw a stream of black smoke 
pouring out of the No. 4 engine 
shortly before the plane crashed.
